Indio jury 
urges death 
penalty for 
city woman 


A Pomona woman drew the death 
penalty from an Indio Superior Court 
jury in connection with die murder 
and dismemberment of a Pomona 
man in the desert near Blythe last 
December 
The woman, Marie Eleine Mat- 
ska, 22, of 2409 Chanslor Ave., was 
recommended for the death penalty 
by the jury which deliberated the 
penalty briefly. It will be for the 
judge to officially sentence her to 
death, and he has the authority to 
change the penalty to one of life in 
prison. 
Still awaiting trial in the slaying is 
Richard Ray Taylor, 23, of 1400 S. 
Reservoir St., Pomona. Jury selec­ 
tion in his trial is scheduled to begin 
next week. 
The victim in the case was Ronald 
Lee Hunziker, 25. whose body was 
found April 10 about 10 miles from 
Blythe 
He had been shot several 
times with a .22-caliber rifle and his 
body mutilated 
Investigators said the victim had 
agreed to drive Taylor, the woman, 
and a 15-year-old Pomona youth to 
Oklahoma last December when he 
planned to return home to Wisconsin 
for the holidays. When he failed to 
arrive there, police were informed 
and the investigation was begun. 
Taylor's body was found April 10

Presidential 
reflect 
big difference 
NEW YORK (API — Two of the 
big national polls charting the 
presidential campaign have come up 
with sharply differing pictures of the 
race. 
The latest Gallup poll gives 
Democrat Jimmv Carter an 8-point 
lead. 50-42. while a Yankelovich poll, 
conducted for Time magazine, in­ 
dicates a neck-and-neck race. 43-43. 
The difference has been clouded 
somewhat by George Gallup s an­ 
nouncement that his organization’s 
latest report was based on in­ 
complete tabulations and may have 
to be revised. 
But he says any revision will be 
minor. 
Gallup also disclosed that in­ 
complete reports on two earlier polls 
underestimated the Democratic can­ 
didate's strength. He swore off from 
making any more partial reports 
between now and election day. 
“Henceforth.’’ he said, “we will 
wait until we have a full sample. 
Gallup's latest results were 
similar to those of Carter s own 
pollster. Patrick Caddell, who said 
Sunday that his latest nationwide tal­ 
ly showed Carter leading Ford by 51 
to 42 per cent. 
Gallup defended his latest figures 
as correct,” and defended the prac­ 
tice of reporting partial samples, 
saying pollsters with deadlines have 
to cut off the tabulations “at some 
point ” 
His sta tem en ts cam e a fter 
Rosalynn C arter, wife of the 
Democratic candidate, said in a talk 
in Lovejoy, Ga., Saturday that the 
Gallup organization had “made a 
mistake.” 
* Instead of being eight 
points 
ahead, we re 11 points ahead, 
Mrs. 
Carter said, adding that “Gallup had 
miscalculated 
Gallup said Mrs Carter was mis­ 
taken and probably had misinforma­ 
tion from * some partisan ” 
His latest poll covered about 1,500 
p eo p le, but som e 500 w ere 
eliminated as not being registered 
voters Of the remaining 1.000, only 
887 had been tabulated when the “cut 
off” occurred, and those voters were 
50 to 42 for Carter, with 8 per cent un 
decided. 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr.. pursuing his battle 
against the state’s education es­ 
tablishment, promises that next year 
he will “put on the brakes' on school 
financing. 
During a live Monday interview in 
his office on public television station 
KVIE, the Democratic governor 
cited several increases he had 
backed in state education spending 
since becoming governor in January 
1975 He then added 
"I think enough is enough ... This 
was a generous year. Next year we 
will really put on the brakes.” 
Brown made the statement in 
response to queries about his veto ot 
a proposal backed by Wilson Riles, 
the state schools chief, which Riles 
said would enrich junior and senior 
high school education 


Brown pointed out the 50 per cent 
increases this year in education op 
portunity grants for disadvantaged 
college students, and new funds for a 
Riles-supported program for the 
lower grades 
“The education industrial complex 
is taking money out of the gross 
national product and shifting it into 
its sector,” said Brown. 
In the last year. Brown said, 
educational spending climbed by 15 
per cent, while at the same time 
enrollment declined and the cost ot 
living rose less than 6 per cenl 
Also on education. Brown said the 
Serrano court decision, which would 
require more money to be spent on 
poorer districts, might cost the state 
half a billion dollars 
Currently, the California Supreme 
Court is reviewing the Serrano deci­ 


sion and is expected to reaffirm 
some version of it in the near future. 
Brown said the state has to save its 
money “to meet that

The "F” grade will return to the 
report card of Claremont High 
School students, the Claremont 
school board learned Monday night. 
Associate Principal James R 
Martin explained to the board that 
there is concern which counselors 
have documented repeatedly that 
students are choosing to cut class to 
insured an “N" (no record) grade 
rather than to accept a grade un­ 
satisfactory to them 


He cited instances of parents en­ 
couraging non-attendance. 
He explained that any procedure 
encouraging non-attendance 
under 
existing state compulsory atten­ 
dance laws is “intolerable.” 
Martin said that parents and 
sometimes students are not clear 
about the consequences of the “N” 
grade on credits required for gradua­ 
tion 
He said that students are not held 
accountable for the consequences of 
their behavior until a much later 
tim e w hen the c a u s e -e ffe c t 
relationship is lost, and undesirable 
attitudes and attendance patterns 
are established 
Martin explained that college ad­ 
m issions officers as w ell as 
members of the community have ex­ 
pressed concern about an inflated 
grade point average. 
“We want to continue to have a 
system which is humane and permits 
a student to explore his interests and 
attempt courses in which he may not 
feel confident,” Martin said. 
The “F” grade, which has been ab­ 
sent from Claremont High report 
cards since the 1970-71 school year 
when the pass or no record option 
went into effect, will be given to a 
student who has not m et the 
minimum requirements of a course 
because of non-attendance, a lack of

Principal John Mann explained to 
the board that the reason for the 
change from an “N” to an “F ' grade 
became evident to the school ad­ 
ministration during the 1975-76 year 
when the students were told they 
must attend 62 mods or a minimum 
of 240 minutes of classroom instruc- 
t inn a week 
•it didn t take long for some stu­ 
dents to learn how to beat the 
system.” he explained “They signed 
up for classes which they didn't at­ 
tend.” 
Parent William Schertz stressed to 
the board a continual decline in 
college entrance exam scores over 
the past 13 years. 
He said that Claremont students 
entering colleges have scores below 
the national average, and that those 
scores have fallen sharply over the 
past several years. 
In speaking about grade point 
average inflation, Schertz said that a 
student who gets a GPA between 4 0 
and 3.5 and ranks only in the 50 
percentile in test, scores nationally 
might ask: “what happened'’ 
Schertz said that such a «tudent 
might feel he had not been treated 
fairly in school. 
He suggested that the district 
decline a moratorium on teachers 
salaries until California students 
test scores climb to a higher percen­ 
tile on the national average 


“Quality education means how 
well a student learns from his clas­ 
sroom experience,” Schertz said.

The fifth tract, which calls for the 
construction of 25 homes on 6^* acres 
of land is located on northwest cor­ 
ner of Allen and Ramona avenues, an 
area still in the county. 
City Manager George Caswell told 
the council that plans are now under 
wav to annex the parcel 
Three of the parcels, east of 
Wheeler Avenue include a trade-off 
between the city and Developers 


Everett Hughes and Ray Arbuthnot. 
Under the proposal, the developers 
would give the city a 3 t acre park 
site in exchange for higher density 
homes 
The council agreed to permit the 
construction of 5.4 and six homes to 
the acre in exchange for the site as 
well as the payment of about 140,000 
in park and recreational fees 
Hughes and Arbuthnot plan to build 
about 160 homes. 
Parks and recreation director Kay 
R Kaldenbach told the council his 
commission favors the development 
because the city will get the only 
open space still available in that 
vicinity. He said that if the state ever 
gives up the land it is holding for 
freeway construction, the city will 
be able to double the size of the park 
site 
The subdivision west of Wheeler 
Avenue calls for the construction of 
40 homes on 9la acres of land

Upland City Council is considering 
a Town Hall meeting within the next 
month to stimulate public interest in 
local government. 
William Bottin. elected to the 
council in March, Monday made an 
impassioned plea to his fellow coun­ 
cil members to investigate a public 
forum so that council members and 
city officials might receive input 
from the citizens. 
“During my six months on the 
council, I’ve considered important 
issues of land annexation, zone 
changes, tax rates and fire and 
police matters without the input of 
the average citizen.“ Bottin said 
Councilman Hal Bailin agreed with 
the idea of a Town Hall meeting in a 
facility large enough to accom­ 
modate a sizeable crowd but warned 
“it must be constructive ' 
He added that if too much time 
was taken up by city officials and 
commission members explaining 
their plans, there might be little time 
left for the general public to speak 
City Manager Lee Travers warned 
that such a meeting, to be infor­ 
mative, required a great deal of 
preparation. 
Bottin countered “It shouldn't take 
too much preparation. City staff 
should be able to get up and talk on 
the spur of the moment 
"W e’re alw ays looking for 
guidance," said Councilman John 
McCarthy, adding “but a previous 
Town Hall took hours of preparation 
and ended up with more speakers 
from city departments than people in 
the audience. 
McCarthy suggested breaking the 
city up into sections, with separate 
meetings to consider the problems 
specific to each area 
The council directed staff to in­ 
vestigate the feasibility of setting up 
a public meeting in the near future 


In other business the council: 
—Agreed to allow Rockwell Inter­ 
national to conduct a health effects 
program on air pollution, in coopera­ 
tion with the U S 
Environmental 
Protection Agency. A mobile unit 
will be placed in the city yards to 
study the area from Foothill 
Boulevard north to 16th Street 
between Campus and San Antonio 
Avenues. 


—Directed the city staff to review 
the general plan north of the 
proposed Foothill Freeway to the 
city limits and west to the Los 
Angeles County line to see if zoning 
in the area should be reduced to less 
homes per acre than the city s plan 
now indicates

The 70-year-old retired president 
of San Francisco State University 
was heckled throughout his first 
campaign appearance on his old 
campus by about a dozen student s 
with Progressive Labor Party ban 
ners 


But he told news reporters later 
that the demonstrators were helping 
his campaign “ If television gives it 
a kit of tune, as I hope it will, it will 
recall 1968 (when Hayakawa kept the 
campus open in the face of a violent 
student strike), and it will be worth 
perhaps 500.000 votes, 
Hayakawa 
said. 


At one point, Hayakawa shouted 
over the chants of protestors. 
“ Would you like to hear the rest of 
my speech?” 


When a majority of the student 
audience of about 400 replied yes 
Hayakawa responded 
"Then, will 
you tell those bastards to shut up'’ 


Tunney. meanwhile, devoted most 
of his day to private fund raising ac­ 
tivities. In his one public ap­ 
pearance, at a Los Angeles breaktast

Butz. who had tears in his eyes 
when he announced his resignation 
Monday at the White House, said he 
is determined to “continue to work 
tirelessly” for Ford’s election.

III. the Ford campaign manager, 
said he would discuss the idea with 
Butz. 
“ Let’s face it,” Baker said, “ a lot 
of agriculture people out there sup­ 
port him. ’ 
A source close to Butz said Butz 
may be used by the Ford Campaign 
Com m ittee’s Farm Division 
“ I 
think you may hear a good deal from 
him. There will be a lot of platforms 
that he can take either through the 
committee or as a private citizen,” 
the source said. 
A number of farm spokesmen ex­ 
pressed regret over Butz departure 


and said he was not a racist 
Butz had referred to blacks as 
“coloreds” and used some obscene 
and derogatory language to describe 
what he said were the only three 
things they wanted in life. 
His comments, made in a conver­ 
sation with John Dean and singers 
Pat Boone and Sonny Bono aboard an 
airplane in August, were published in 
Rolling Stone and New Tim es 
magazines 
Butz apologized publicly for the 
remarks and. according to the White 
House, was severely reprimanded by 
Ford on Friday. The White House 


said Ford had not demanded Butz 
resignation. 
Ford, in accepting the resig­ 
nation. told reporters Monday that it 
• has been one of the saddest deci­ 
sions of my presidency.” Describing 
Butz as a "close personal friend. 
Ford said he felt the secretary was 
wise enough and courageous 
enough to recognize that no single tn- 
dividual. no m a tte r how d is­ 
tinguished his past public service, 
should cast a shadow over the in­ 
tegrity and good will of American 
government by his comments For 
that reason I have accepted the 


resignation of this decent and good 
man." 
U ndersecretary of Agriculture 
John A. Knebel became acting 
secretary. 
After Butz resigned. Democratic 
presidential nominee Jimmy Carter 
said that “ the way this whole em- 
barassing and disgusting episode was 
handled by President Ford shows a 
continuation of lack of leadership 
Instead of making his decision based 
on what was right and best for the 
country, he very carefully waited un­ 
til he assessed public opinion polls to 
see what was right politically.”

High school st idents in the Chaffey 
district may be required to pass 
tough competency tests in order to 
receive a regular diploma — starting 
with the class of 1981. 
Chaffey school board member* 
voiced approval of the concept at 
Monday night's meeting, but took r,o 
formal action on a lengthy list ot 
recommendations presented b> a 
district task force 
T he 
2 6-m e m b e r 
D is t r ic t 
Competencies Task Force made up 
of faculty, administrators, citizens 
and students had been studying the 
competency test proposal since 
March. 
S tu d e n ts 
w ou ld 
h av e 
to 
demonstrate competency in basic 
skills — reading, writing and 
arithmetic — to receive a regular 


diploma, if task force recommenda­ 
tions are approved. 
Those students unable to meet 
competency requirements would be 
given a “ certificate of completion ", 
which would note that the student 
had not mastered basic skills. 
Task force members proposed the 
competency program be started on a 
pilot basis this fall, and full-scale by 
September of 1977. 
Some requirements may include 
asking students to correctly spell at 
least 90 of 100 commonly misspelled 
words, and identify synonyms, an­ 
tonyms. 
homonyms, 
compound 
words, prefixes and suffixes. 
Others would involve completing 
job applications, social security 
forms and drivers' license applica­ 
tion with 80 per cent accuracy; 
recognizing propagan da when 
presented orally; and making con- 


versiorts from ounces to pounds, and 
pints to gallons. 
Competency tests would be given 
in the sophomore year, under the 
task force’s recommendations. Stu­ 
dents who have problems passing 
tests of competency will be given a 
chance to take remedial courses to 
make up deficiencies. 
Students who fail to meet com­ 
petencies for a lack of intellectual 
ability would receive certificates of 
completion. However, those not 
meeting competencies for other 
re a so n s w ill re c e iv e neith er 
diplom as nor com pletion c e r­ 
tificates. 
Ulla Bauers, task force chairman, 
told the board Monday that 1.000 stu­ 
dents in the district are presently 
reading below the fifth grade level, 
according to a recent survey. 
He noted the “ acid test" will be 


how the proposed com petency 
program is implemented. 
Board members are expected to 
take some kind of formal action at 
their Oct. 18 meeting They will be 
asked to approve funds for record­ 
keeping required in the program this 
year. 
Board President G A. Chalfant 
said he favored the task force’s 
proposals “ It’s the most important 
step we've taken in years — when we 
go for competency standards and ex­ 
pect them to be met. 
We wouldn’t be doing students any 
favor by making the requirements 
easy. They’ll get a rude, depressing 
shock when they find out they don’t 
meet society's requirements later 
on.’’ 
Recent state law requires that high 
school districts implement com­ 
petency tests by 1981.

S. B. County supervisors 
formally rescind pay hike

A controversial 39.6 per cent pay 
hike that San Bernardino County had 
voted themselves last August was of­ 
ficially rescinded 
Monday. The 
supervisors decided on a five per 
cent salary increase instead. 
But even as board members were 
discussing the issue they were in­ 
formed they may have no say in the 
matter anyway. 
Richard Gerwig, chairman of the 
Concerned Citizens for Better 
Government group, told the board 
that earlier in the day a petition had 
been filed with the county registrar 
calling for a referendum on the pay 
hike issue and au tom atically 
suspending the supervisors prior 
position 
Gerwig claimed the petition had 
well over 23.000 signatures, more 
than enough to qualify it on the 
ballot. 


But the point became moot as all 
four supervisors voted to amend the 
pay raise ordinance. 


After receiving recommendation 
from a specially appointed panel that 
they rescind the $8,500 a year in­ 
crease. the supervisors agreed. 
Supervisor Robert Townsend, who 
represents the Chino area of the 
county and was the only member to 
vote against the increase in August, 
made it clear he favored “ rein­ 
stating the prior salary ordinance.” 
That ordinance provides for a 
salary step increase of 5 per cent 
which would put San Bernardino 
County Supervisors on a scale slight­ 
ly lower than the average of sur­ 
rounding counties. 
Supervisor 
D.L. 
H ansberger, 
chairman of the board, commented, 
“ We found out that the people of San 
Bernardino County were very upset 
over this, we hope the will of the peo­ 


ple has now been satisfied “ 
But apparently not everyone was 
satisfied. Members of the Citizens 
for Better Government group vowed 
to pursue the issue of public accoun­ 
tability of government officials for 
their salaries. 


Although the group will not pursue 
the referendum on the repeal of 
supervisors salaries since that has 
already been accomplished, they • 
have prom ised to work on a 
statewide proposition that would 
require all elected officials salaries 
to be decided by a vote of the people. 


“ We look forward to the day when 
all elected officials are required to 
submit their salary requirements to 
a vote of the people.” said Mrs. Anna 
Mae Frieling, treasurer for the Bet­ 
ter Government group 
“ We’ve proven our point here,” 
she said, “ but this is only the begin­ 
ning.”

City council forms employe study committee

Reputed bitterness and dissention 
within city employe ranks prompted 
the Pomona City Council Monday 
night to form a special committee to 
study the employe morale problem 


“ There is an inordinate amount of 
tension and bitterness among the 
employes. We have to get the causes 
of the problems out in the open.” 
said Councilman Charles Bader in 
urging the formation of the special 
committee. 
His proposal prompted a good deal 
of tension on the council as Mayor 


Ray Lepire and Council member 
Georgia Grove opposed such a com­ 
mittee. Lepire called it a vote of no- 
confidence in City Administrator 
Jerrold Gotice and Mrs. Grove said 
the plan was unnecessary. 
Bader denied his proposal was a 
slap at Gonce’s administration. 
“ I don’t intend on having anything 
to do with undercutting the City Ad­ 
ministrator,” said Bader 
Lepire asked Bader to define some 
of the problems the committee 
might investigate, but Bader refused 
to offer specific areas to be studied, 
although he said wages should not be 
one of them. 


He said the committee should ac­ 
cept anonymous written complaints 
from em ployes because som e 
employes will feel threatened if they 
come forward. 
It may be impossible for such a 
committee to stay away from the 
subject of salaries and w ages, 
however, considering that the entire 
miscellaneous employe group, more 
than 300 city workers, have not 
received a raise this year and 
haven’t been offered one. 
That contrasts sharply with the 
healthy wage hikes given policemen 
and firemen under agreements ap­ 
proved in previous years. 


The composition of the committee 
approved by the Council will be two 
members of the Council (Bader and 
Councilman Benjamin Ochoa ap­ 
pointed), and one member each of 
the city’s Community Life and Merit 
System Commissions, and a business 
leader from the community. 
It was not determined when the 
committee would begin its investiga­ 
tion. but Bader suggested that 
reports be made to the council by 
Dec. 1. 
In other business Monday, the 
council approved the preliminary 
boundaries of the proposed Mountain 
Meadows 
Redevelopment 
Project 


Area, The area approved by the 
council is. generally, that portion of 
the Ganosha Hillfc that is vacant 
north of the San tif rnardino Freeway 
tand east of Gane>lia Boulevard. 
! A number of G anesha H ills 
homeowners, whotie homes will not 
be within the district, addressed the 
council and com(plained that they 
were not being .adequately advised 
about the impact lot the project area 
on their neighboutiood 
“ It’s time you called a meeting 
and talk to us 
We re entitled to 
that,” said Paul 'Weisend. 
Lepire told the homeowners they 
would have a chance to take part in 


public hearings concerning the 
proposed project area 
After the meeting Gonce said that 
the first public workshops and hear­ 
ings could come as early as two or 
three weeks from now 
He said that homeowners within 
300 feet of the project area would be 
officially notified by mail, while 
others interested would have to rely 
on newspaper advertisements of the 
meeting or call City Hall. 
Preliminary plans call for the 
greatest portion of the land in the 
area to be used for single family 
homes, although commercial uses 
are envisioned near the freeway.

Montclair City Council drops 
senior officer to patrolman

A 12 year veteran of the Montclair 
Police Department was reduced to 
patrolman from senior officer by the 
City Council early today as witnesses 
paraded through a marathon session 
to support charges of incompetency 
The council decision followed a 
public tearing requested by Jam es 
Bailey and his attorney. Allan 
Streller. Bailey appealed decisions 
by City Administrator Lauren Was- 
serm an and Police Chief Ray 
McLean which died neglect of duty, 
conduct unbecoming a police officer, 
insubordination and disrespect to a 
superior officer, an act or omission 
contrary to the good order and dis­ 
cipline of the department fand non 
compliance with our disobedience of 
the rules, regulations, general orders 
and special orders issued by a 
superior officer as cause for the 
demotion 
The public hearing continued until 
shortly after 2 30 a.m. as Streller 
objected continuously to the conduct 
of the informal hearing and at­ 
tempted to turn the procedure into a 
formal, courtroom drama. His ef 
forts failed as he was admonished 
several times by City Attorney 
Eugene Demchuk and Mayor Harold 
Hayes. 
Streller said the council decision in 
Montclair would most likely be con­ 
tested by further legal suit. 
He said there is a “ strong pos­ 
sibility of going to Superior Court 
and fighting it un the grounds of 
lack of due p rocess, w itnesses 
weren't sworn in and we didn’t have 


the right to cness-examination 
Bailey, a senior officer for nearly 
four y e a r s , w as p l a c e d on

AlUson on Jan 9, 1976 He was ac­ 
cused of poor Hekl performance, par­ 
ticularly in an incident where Bailey 
was said to have refused to suf­ 
ficiently back up a fellow officer He

The black man speaks with a forked tongue, too. 
Even as they issue ringing denunciations of 
white-ruled South Africa, some 19 countries of 
black Africa are maintaining thriving trade rela­ 
tions with the hated apartheid regime, according to 
a study bv the American Jewish Congress. 
The recently released study is accompanied by 
copies of an exchange of letters between Rabbi 
Arthur Hertzberg, president of the American 
Jewish Congress, and noted black leader Bayard 
Rustin, director of the Black Americans to Support 
Israel Committee (BASIC). 
Rustin had written to the congress expressing “ a 
deep sense of concern and disturbance” about the 
visit to Israel last April by Prime Minister Vorster 
of South Africa and the announcement of plans to 
expand commercial and other relations between 
the two countries. 
In reply, Hertzberg cited the study showing that 
last year South Africa imported $40 million worth of 
coffee, timber and other commodities from black 
Africa and in return exported $493 million worth of 
goods. 
___ 
Zambia, for example, imports more goods from 
South Africa than any other country. A regularly 
scheduled air freight service was initiated last 
November between Johannesburg and the Zambian 
capital of Lusaka. 
Swaziland sends 15 to 20 per cent of its exports to 
South Africa and receives 90 per cent of its imports 
from South Africa. 
Malawi has negotiated a $4-million loan from 
South Africa to build its national capital, as well as 
a $16-million loan for railroad construction. 
The Central Africa Republic sent a ministerial 
delegation to South Africa last year and received 
promises of investments of $250 million over the 
next 10 years. 
Botswana secured a $19-million loan in 1974 from 
the South African Industrial Development Corp. lo 
develop mining and has put most of its industrial 
enterprises in the hands of South African com­ 
panies. 
One of the most interesting examples, however, 
is Mozambique, which despite its militantly Marx­ 
ist and anti-apartheid positions and its harboring of 
guerrillas fighting against Rhodesia, has growing 
economic ties with South Africa. 
Of 214,282 black workers employed in South 
African gold mines, the largest number — 83.547 — 
come from Mozambique and another 100,000 
Mozambique workers have other jobs in South 
Africa. 
Under what would be called a “ sweetheart con­ 
tract” in the United States, South African mining 
companies pay the Mozambique workers 40 per 
cent of their wages directly in South African 
currency. The other 60 per cent is paid to the 
Mozambique government in gold bullion 
When the workers return home, they are paid the 
wages that were withheld — but in local currency 
Mozambique retains the gold. The kicker is that the 
government computes the wages at the old ‘‘of­ 
ficial” price of gold at $42 an ounce, rather than the 
current market value of over $100. 
This arrangement gives Mozambique a profit of 
better than 200 per cent on the sweat of its citizens, 
and amounts to a subsidy paid by South Africa to 
Mozambique for furnishing mine workers, who not 
only labor under harsh conditions but are virtually 
indentured servants. 
South Africa's apartheid policies are as hateful to 
Jew s as they are to all others who are committed to 
the values of social equality and human dignity, 
says Rabbi Hertzberg. But these examples of the 
close cooperation between black Africa and South 
Africa are “ evidence that, for the sake of economic 
survival* even profound political differences are 
often shunted aside. So it is with black Africa. So it 
is with Israel. 
“ If it is wrong for Israel to have any relations 
with South Africa, why is it not also wrong for black 
African states to have such relations? And if it is 
right for black Africans, why is it not also right for 
Israel?“

Fighting for quality education 


Dear Editor 
In a recent article in your paper. 
Citizens for Improved Education was 
criticized at a school board meeting 
as being a “special interest group 
You bet we are? We have a special 
interest in the education of the stu­ 
dents in Chino CIE represents stu­ 
dents at every school and we ask for 
fairness and justice in policies and 
practices Our “ small group of citi­ 
zens ’ was successful in having three 
men placed on the school board to 
work tor quality education. 
Marshall School employes at­ 
tacked CIE for our inquiries at their 
school which were brought to our at­ 
tention from people involved at 
Marshall Last year, we found dis­ 
crep an cies ia the traditional 
kindergarten class, some of which 
we now find have been changed. 
Thev said we were “ nitpicking” . We 
don t consider making the traditional 
classes rotate every three weeks to 
accommodate the YRS classes who 
don t want to rotate, nitpicking. Nor 
do we consider it nitpicking when a 


student is told he is enrolled in a 
traditional class when in truth he is 
enrolled in a multiple access class 
which contains students from all 
YRS tracks plus the traditional 
track, entering and leaving at three 
week intervals. If Marshall feels our 
inquiries have brought nothing but 
bad publicity for the Chino schools 
then perhaps the schools should look 
a little more closely at the causes of 
these inquiries 
C1E‘s investigation of two classes 
at Don Lugo resulted in these classes 
being discontinued because they 
were found educationally unsound. 
Also at Don Lugo, the waiting list for 
the traditional classes disappeared 
soon after it was questioned 
Intersession classes lure students 
with trips of enjoyment which we 
feel, in the face of diminishing 
educational funds, should be the 
responsibility of parents. 
YRS is strongly supported by some 
teachers because it is lucrative for 
them due to the extended contracts 
or because they like the schedule. 


Some teachers have told us that 
although they personally like the 
schedule for themselves, they would 
vote against mandatory YRS 
because it is not as educationally 
sound as the traditional program 
Our district spent close to a million 
dollars to prepare for YRS to save 
12Vo in housing, which amounts to 
three or four classrooms per school. 
This could have been accomplished 
by using double sessions, necessary 
only at the primary level, leaving 
classrooms for the other grades 
without have the large number of 
combination classes which YRS has 
caused. The money spent on prepara­ 
tion could have been more wisely 
used for the building of a school 
which would have removed the dou­ 
ble sessions instead of our having the 
possibility of facing them now along 
with YRS 
CIE will continue its fight to insure 
that all students in our schools are 
treated fairly to quality education

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger s 
personal intervention last week to 
overcome a congressional effort to 
block the sale of «50 Maverick air-to- 
ground missiles to Saudi Arabia. 
Not mentioned in the public discus­ 
sion was that the Saudis will now be 
able to exchange missile fire with 
their two principal rivals in the Mid­ 
dle East. Israel and Iran, which have 
already purchased Maverick mis­ 
siles from the United States. Clas­ 
sified documents show, however, 
that the Saudis originally wanted 
1.000 of these sophisticated missiles 
A secret study by the General Ac­ 
counting Office also shows that the 
popular Maverick should be better 
suited for the sunny Middle East 
than 
Cor 
m ur ky 
E u r o p e . 
Nevertheless, the Pentagon has ap­ 
proved Maverick sales to our Euro­ 
pean allies. 
The Maverick air-to-ground mis­ 
sile is guided by TV sights, which 
(unction literally as the missile’s 
eyes 
Weather and 
lighting, 
therelore, are important factors. 
According to the secret GAO 
study, the Maverick i “ vulnerability 
to enemy defenses could significant­ 
ly affect (Its) effectiveness in the 
European environment. 
The mis­ 
sile, with its not-always-seeing TV 
eye, performed well in Europe But 
the 6esis, according to the GAO, 
didn't take into account the 
operational suitability factors 


Warned the study 
“ The overall 
success of the Maverick system in 
Europe could be less than the suc­ 
cess rate reported if these factors 
wen* considered ” 


An enemy could be expected, for 
example, to roc smoke and smog to 


blind the Maverick’s TV eye. But in 
West Germany, where most of the 
tests were conducted, there are 
regulations against smoking up the 
atmosphere. 
“ The use of smoke as a counter­ 
measure,” notes the secret report, 
“ was severely limited during this 
evaluation because German regula­ 
tions prohibit its use when aircraft 
are overhead.” 
B e c a u s e of G e r m a n r ang e 
restraints, the attacking missile- 
carrying planes were also obliged to 
conduct simulated strikes. Sensitive 
instruments recorded how effective 
the Maverick would have been 
against actual targets. 
Air Force officials assured the 
GAO that all factors had been asses­ 
sed in previous tests and that the 
Maverick was deadly against tanks, 
personnel carriers, parked planes 
and other ground targets. 
Footnote: The GAO report also 
was critical of the Pentagon's 
paperwork in the handling of the 
Maverick program

Two prominent congressmen recent­ 
ly took up the cause of South Africa 
on the House floor without mention­ 
ing that part of their speeches were 
written word for word by a South 
African agent.

It called upon the United States to 
deny recognition to Transkei, a vas­ 
sal black state created by South 
Africa. 
DeKiefier conceded to us that he 
had written the key passages and 
passed it out for use on Capitol Hill 
He also admitted that he had failed 
to label the material as coming from 
a foreign agent, which is required by 
law. He said both Republican Study 
Committee head Ed Feulner and 
Rep. Dent were already aware that 
he was a registered South African 
agent.

• Can you heah me in the back*» 1 want all of you to come 
forward and crowd round me so I can see your faces and 
look into your eyes. I love you all. regardless of race, 
creed or pigmentation 
“ I believe it was 87 years ago. last July, that our good 
daddies gathered together in mutual trust and decency to 
establish a new nation in this part of the world. It was a 
formidable task And one that required all of the sacrifice 
and cooperation and spirit that God had 90 generously 
given to the people of the colonies 
“Of course that nation was the United States It was 
conceived in the idea that governments should only med 
die in the affairs of men to a point, and it was dedicated to 
the proposition that all of us. whatever the misfortunes of 
our birth, are brothers and sisters and should not 
therefore be separated by barriers of inequality. 
"Now we are involved in this great civil disturbance, 
stretching from my state of Georgia here to Pennsylvania 
and beyond, testing whether the notions and values of our 
kinfolk shall continue 
“ My position on this has. of course, always been very 
positive. While I understand the states rights sentiments 
of those who may disagree with the Union as it is con­ 
stituted, I am opposed to the extreme measures they have 
taken in the name of ethnic purity. The Constitution 
provides a better way for resolving domestic contradic­ 
tions. though 1 would not be in favor of any amendment 
that would deny the black community the right to work 
for wages like everyone else 
“ And so we have gathered today, in affection and 
reverence, on the ground where certain of our 
countrymen have argued violently regarding this matter. 
We are engaged in setting aside for posterity a portion of 
this fertile farmland as a final resting place for those 
who. well, lost the argument one way or another. 1 
definitely support this endeavor, this monument, without 
any equivocation 
“ But I should say. at the risk of detracting from our ef­ 
fort, that this soil cannot be dedicated, or consecrated, or 
tiailowed by us. Our unfortunate loved ones buried below, 
including men of all faiths, have increased the value of 
this land far beyond what we government officials could 
hope to accomplish with memorial legislation. The world 
will pay scant attention to what we say today, but it can 
never forget the participants of this Constitutional crisis 
“ It is rather for us from Washington, and those of you 
from fine cities and towns throughout the land, to sanctify 
our endeavors in carrying for the great argument All 
of us — scientists, farmers, military people, busines 
sinen, and 1 know there are some who fit a combination of 
these descriptions — must reaffirm our dedication to the 
great task remaining ahead We must have faith and 
belief in one another, regardless of political affiliation, 
and take increased devotion to the cause these depart 
ment men so nobly advanced. 
“ So we should highly resolve that these dead were not 
simply casualties in a no-win war, that it is not enough to 
merely increase veterans 
benefits to widows and 
children, that in the long run they deserve something 
more than space in a tourist attraction God willing, we 
are thus obligated to bring forth a born-again freedom to 
this nation, and so insure that a government that is as 
pure and as honest and as good as its people shall not 
perish from the earth. ” 
President Carter stepped down from the podium He 
was drawn and weary The long war had taken its toll.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I started on a 
diet about two weeks ago and I hope 
you will back me up. My mom says I 
should be eating more balanced 
meals I say as long as it balances 
out at the end of the day it shouldn’t 
matter. 
As a sample, yesterday I ate Just 
fruit for breakfast. For lunch I had a 
large chicken breast (skin taken off) 
For supper I had a large mixed 
vegetable salad and a slice of bread 
At bedtime I drank 16 ounces of milk 
The total was about 1300 calories I 
have lost about five pounds Is this a 
balanced diet or a menace to my 
health? 
DEAR READER - I have heard 
of worse diets and some a lot better. 
To answer your specific question you 
will do fine if you get all of the essen­ 
tial food items into your day’s menu 
as opposed to trying to balance each 
meal. There are enough safety fac­ 
tors in your body reserves and the 
way foods are processed to protect 
you 
I am not sure bow you decided your 
diet contains 1300 calories unless 
that was indeed a very large chicken 
breast. Then I don t know how much 
fruit you had for breakfast or what 
your salad contained. But I am 
dubious about your count. 
You may also be a little low on pro­ 
tein unless that was a good sized 
chicken breast with about seven 
ounces of meat on it. 


I am sending you The Health Let­ 
ter number 4-7, Weight Losing Diet, 
to give you a plan that is well- 
balanced and you can use to control 
your weight.

DEAR READER — I receive quite 
a few letters from people who have 
had second thoughts about tattoos. 
Like a lot of other life experiences it 
is better to have the second thoughts 
before the tattoo rath er than 
afterwards. 
You should see a dermatologist 
(skin specialist) and he may help 
you. There is a technique of rubbing 
salt in the wound’’ that works in 
some cases. The area is rubbed with 
a moistened gauze sponge loaded 
with salt. It should he rubbed until 
the area is blood red. It is covered 
-with an antibiotic ointment and the 
wound is dressed This and other of­ 
fice procedures that result in im­ 
pregnating the area with salt have 
been used by Dr Gary Manchester in 
San Diego, Calif., and reported in 
California Medicine (118:10-12, 
1973). You might keep the reference 
in case you need it to discuss the 
procedure with your doctor. 


There may be some scarring over 
the area after the procedure is com­ 
pleted which depends on tow deep 
the skin has to be damaged to 
eliminate «11 the pigment from the 
tattoo Hopefully the pigment will be 
superficial enough that the stimula­ 
tion of shedding of the layers of skin 
will accomplish the desired results 
without too much damage. This is 
not a do-U-yourself project, so see 
your doctor for help in getting it 
done

Supreme Court rejects reconsideration 
Death penalty laws still in effect 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Supreme Court Monday 
declined to reconsider its 
decision upholding the 
capital punishment laws of 
F lo rid a , G e o rg ia and 
Texas. 
The court rejected a 
petition for a rehearing 
filed by attorneys for three 
men condemned to death 
for m urder in the three 
states. 
At the time of the court's 
July 2 decision, there were 
71 prisoners on death row 
in Florida, 56 in Georgia 
and 39 in Texas. 
Executions have been 
held up pending the court’s 
decision on whether to 
reconsider. 
In the same order in 
which it refused to rehear 
th e c a s e s , th e c o u rt 
vacated a stay issued by 
Justice Lewis F. Powell 
Jr. holding up executions. 
The court upheld the 
laws on grounds that they 
provided juries and judges 
with adequate guidelines to 
determine whether to im­ 
pose the death penalty in 
individual cases. 
Thirty-four states had 
death penalty laws on the 
b o o k s 
at 
t he 
t i m e . 
Although the precise ap­ 
plication of the court's 
decision to the varying 
laws has not been deter­ 
mined. it apparently would 


Electric 
chair 
decision 
put off 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Supreme Court Mon­ 
day declined to rule on 
whether electrocution is a 
constitutional means of in­ 
flicting the death penalty. 
T he c o u r t 
i n s t e a d 
vacated the death sentence 
given Carl Albert Collins 
for the fatal shooting of 
John Welch during a rob­ 
bery at Welch’s home in 
Washington County, Ark. 
Collins was convicted on 
Dec. 4, 1974. Electrocution 
is prescribed by law as the 
exclusive means of carry­ 
ing out the death sentence 
in Arkansas. 
C ollins' sentence has 
been stayed by Arkansas 
Gov. David Pryor pending 
action by the high court. 
The question of elec­ 
trocution has come before 
th e 
S u p r e m e 
C o u r t 
previously, but Collins’ at­ 
torneys said it had never 
ruled definitely on the is­ 
sue. 
0 


Electrocution was first 
adopted in New York in 
1889 after a state commis­ 
sion recommended it as a 
humane alternative to 
hanging. The first man 
sentenced to the state’s 
electric chair, 
William 
Keinmier. appealed to the 
Supreme Court. 


The high court said in a 
5-4 decision in 1890 that the 
Eighth Amendment forbid­ 
ding cruel and unusual 
punishment did not apply 
to the states. Thus, Col­ 
lins’ attorneys said, the 
court did not examine their 
argument that electrocu­ 
tion is indeed cruel and un­ 
usual. 


T he S u p r e m e Court 
again ruled on electrocu­ 
tion in 1947 after Willie 
F r an c i s , convicted of 
m urder in Louisiana, was 
strapped into the chair and 
then released after it failed 
to work properly 
The 
question was whether the 
state could try a second 
time The court ruled 5 to 4 
that his execution would 
not be cruel and unusual 
punishment. 


Collins’ attorneys argued 
that “ very strong doubt 
has risen about previous 
assum ptions that elec­ 
trocution provides "an in­ 
stantaneous and painless 
death, or that at the least it 
reduces suffering to a 
minimum ” 


Arkansas Atty. Gen 
Jam es Guy Tucker said 
electrocution has been in 
effect in the state since 
1913 and that 118 persons 
were electrocuted between 
1930 and 1964

T he O k l a h o m a and 
Louisiana legislatures 
have since changed their 
state laws from the man­ 
datory formula to the dis­ 
cretionary pattern upheld 
in Florida, Georgia and 
Texas. 
In their petition for 
rehearing, attorneys of the 
NAACP Legal Defense 


Fund argued that the 
F l o r i d a , Ge or gi a and 
Texas laws still permitted 
the kind of arbitrary deci­ 
sion which the Supreme 
Court condemned in its 
1972 ruling striking down 
the death penalty laws then 
on the books. 
The laws upheld by the 
court spell out specific 
aggravating and mitigat­ 
ing circumstances to be 
considered in weighing the 
penalty question. The Le­ 
gal Defense Fund argued 
that 
the circum stances 
specified are too vague. 
For instance, Florida 
permits imposition of the 


death penalty on a finding 
t h a t a 
m u r d e r w a s 
“ e s p ec i a ll y 
heinous, 
a t r oc io u s or c r u e l . ” 
Georgia uses the language 
"outrageously or wanton­ 
ly vile, horrible or in­ 
human in that it involved 
... depravity of mind.” 
“Jurors will be licensed 
... to conform the law to 
their impulses, rather than 
disciplining their impulses 
according to law, when 
they are called upon to 
decide the question of life 
or death under such in­ 
corrigibly nebulous for­ 
mulations,” the attorneys 
argued.

—Jerry Lane Jurek, con­ 
victed of strangling Wendy 
Adams. 10, of Cuero, Tex., 
and throwing her body into 
the Guadalupe River. 
—Charles William Prof­ 
fitt, condemned to death 
for the fatal stabbing of 
Joel Medgebow in his 
Tampa, Fla., apartment on 
July 10, 1973. 
—Troy Leon Gregg, con­ 
victed of shooting Fred 
Simmons and Bob Moore to 
death after the two men 
picked him up as he 
hitchhiked along a Georgia 
highway.

Phils and 
Yankees. 
It certainly sounds good doesn't it? 
You say to yourself if it weren't for 
the Reds, the Dodgers would have 
won the title in their division 
Taint so. The Dodgers had a terri­ 
ble time with EVERY team in their 
own division except the Houston As­ 
tros. 
The Astros were victimized 13 
times in 18 meetings. Even so the 
Angelenos were able to compile no 
better than a 42-48 record in the 
west 
You probably know that Cincin­ 
nati treated the Dodgers in the same 
shabby fashion in which the Dodgers 
handled the Astros. 
But did you realize that the fifth 
place San Diego Padres won 12 of 18 
from our heros The fourth place 
Giants took 10 of 18 
The Dodgers barely managed to 
win the season series from the last 
place Atlanta Braves. 10 games to 
eight. 
So what Tommy Lasorda has to do 
next year in his initial season as 
Dodgers manager is to beat the clubs 
in his own division 
Against the East the Dodgers 
posted a startling 50-22 mark. 
“ More production” is the cry. 
What we need is more runs. 


The REAL problem 


Well that’s true. But the feeling 
still persists that the entire fault this 
year wasn’t simply that the club was 
incapable of producing more runs.

We thought we had put 
it together and we really hated to see 
the season end" 
Sherry will hire two new coaches. 
One to replace himself and the other 
to replace Vem Hoscheit, who is 
retiring. Coaches Jimmy Reese. Bob 
Clear and Billy Muffet will return 
Before the club can make many 
plans for next year it must go 
through the expansion draft and the 
reentry draft 
In the expansion draft, only 15 
plavers can be protected The rest go 
on the list from which the new teams 
in Seattle and Toronto will stock 
their rosters 
“I've got about 11 players on the 
‘must protect' list and eight more on 
the can’t lose list,” Dalton sighed 
The Angels are sure they'll be able 
to obtain negotiating rights to the 
player they want most in the free 
agent draft. They will draft 10th and 
a player can only be selected by 12 
teams. 
But then they must outbid the 
other 11 for the man they want. “We 
have one advantage.

Supreme Court rejects 
Death penalty laws still in effect 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
The Supreme Court Monday 
declined to reconsider its 
decision upholding the 
capital punishment laws of 
F lo rid a , G eorgia and 
Texas. 
The court rejected a 
petition for a rehearing 
filed by attorneys for three 
men condemned to death 
for murder in the three 
states. 
At the time of the court’s 
July 2 decision, there were 
71 prisoners on death row 
in Florida, 56 in Georgia 
and 39 in Texas. 
Executions have been 
held up pending the court’s 
decision on whether to 
reconsider. 
In the same order in 
which it refused to rehear 
the cases, the court 
vacated a stay issued by 
Justice Lewis F. Powell 
Jr. holding up executions. 
The court upheld the 
laws on grounds that they 
provided juries and judges 
with adequate guidelines to 
determine whether to im­ 
pose the death penalty in 
individual cases. 
Thirty-four states had 
death penalty laws on the 
books at 
the 
tim e. 
Although the precise ap­ 
plication of the court’s 
decision to the varying 
laws has not been deter­ 
mined. it apparently would

decision 
put off 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
The Supreme Court Mon­ 
day declined to rule on 
whether electrocution is a 
constitutional means of in­ 
flicting the death penalty. 
The co u rt 
in stead 
vacated the death sentence 
given Carl Albert Collins 
for the fatal shooting of 
John Welch during a rob­ 
bery at Welch s home in 
Washington County, Ark. 
Collins was convicted on 
Dec 4, 1974. Electrocution 
is prescribed by law as the 
exclusive means of carry­ 
ing out the death sentence 
in Arkansas. 
Collins' sentence has 
been stayed by Arkansas 
Gov. David Pryor pending 
action by the high court. 


The question of elec­ 
trocution has come before 
the 
Su p rem e 
C ou rt 
previously, but Collins’ at­ 
torneys said it had never 
ruled definitely on the is­ 
sue.

Electrocution was first 
adopted in New York in 
1889 alter a state commis­ 
sion recommended it as a 
humane alternative to 
hanging. The first man 
sentenced to the stale s 
electric chair. 
William 
Kemmler, appealed to the 
Supreme Court 


The high court said in a 
5-4 decision in 1890 that the 
Eighth Amendment forbid­ 
ding cruel and unusual 
punishment did not apply 
to the states. Thus, Col­ 
lins' attorneys said, the 
court did not examine their 
argument that electrocu­ 
tion is indeed cruel and un­ 
usual. 


The Suprem e Court 
again ruled on electrocu­ 
tion in 1947 alter Willie 
Francis, convicted of 
murder in Louisiana, was 
strapped into the chair and 
then released alter it failed 
to work properly. The 
question was whether the 
state could try a second 
time The court ruled 5 to 4 
that his execution would 
not be cruel and unusual 
punishment. 


Collins’ attorneys argued 
that “ very strong doubt 
has risen about previous 
assumptions that elec­ 
trocution provides “ an in­ 
stantaneous and painless 
death, or that at the least it 
reduces suffering to a 
minimum ” 


Arkansas 
Atty 
Gen 
Ja m e s Guy Tucker said 
electrocution has been in 
effect in the state since 
1913 and that 118 persons 
were electrocuted between 
1930 and 1964.

on the books. 
The laws upheld by the 
court spell out specific 
aggravating and mitigat­ 
ing circumstances to be 
considered in weighing the 
penalty question. The Le­ 
gal Defense Fund argued 
that 
the circumstances 
specified are too vague. 
For instance, Florida 
permits imposition of the 


death penalty on a finding 
th at a 
m u rd er was 
“ esp ecially 
heinous, 
atrocious 
or c ru e l.” 
Georgia uses the language 
“ outrageously or wanton­ 
ly vile, horrible or in­ 
human in that it involved 
... depravity of mind.” 
“ Jurors will be licensed 
... to conform the law to 
their impulses, rather than 
disciplining their impulses 
according to law. when 
they are called upon to 
decide the question of life 
or death under such in­ 
corrigibly nebulous for­ 
mulations,” the attorneys 
argued.

You probably know that Cincin­ 
nati treated the Dodgers in the same 
shabby fashion in which the Dodgers 
handled the Astros. 
But did you realize that the fifth 
place San Diego Padres won 12 of 18 
from our heros The fourth place 
Giants took 10 of 18. 
The Dodgers barely managed to 
win the season series from the last 
place Atlanta Braves, 10 games to 
eight. 
So what Tommy Lasorda has to do 
next year in his initial season as 
Dodgers manager is to beat the clubs 
in his own division 
Against the East the Dodgers 
posted a startling 50-22 mark. 
“ More production’’ is the cry. 
What we need is more runs. 


The REAL problem 


Well that’s true. But the feeling 
still persists that the entire fault this 
year wasn't simply that the club was 
incapable of producing more runs. 


Don’t get me wrong I hope the 
Dodgers DO get a heavy hitter. I’d 
like to see them score more runs 
But the feeling here is they could 
have scored more, won more with 
the personnel they had and that in­ 
cludes a slumping, injured, non­ 
productive Dusty Baker. 
I think Lasorda s biggest task will 
be to get his wayward players pull­ 
ing together instead of in opposite 
directions. 


In short, what the Dodgers need 
most of all is not more production 
but more harmony and 1 don t mean 
singing 
Tliis was never more vividly illus­ 
trated than last Friday night when 
Steve Garvey slashed his 200th hit of 
the season. 


Garvey exultantly raised both 
arms, fists clenched, as he ran to 
first base 
It was indeed quite an accomplish­ 
ment.

A highly concerned 
group of Citrus College ad­ 
ministrators and coaches 
are expected to appear en 
masse Thursday in a 
meeting in Inglewood 
which will have a far- 
reaching 
effe c t 
on 
themselves and their 
athletic program. 
The occasion will be the 
meeting of the California 
Junior 
College 
As­ 
sociation's Committee on 
Athletics to study and 
decide upon releaguing 
plans for the 1977-78 school 
year. 
According to the final 
proposed plain of the com­ 
mittee’s subcommittee on 
releaguing, the Owls and 
Saddleback would be 
removed from the Mission 
Conference and placed into 
newly formed conferences 
Vlt. San Antonio and Rio 
Hondo Colleges would 
replace Citrus and Sad­ 
dleback in the Mission 
Conference The other six 
existing M.C. members 
would remain the same. 
The reason for the agita­ 
tion on the part of Citrus is 
the makeup of their new 
conference. With Citrus, 
which will be the second 
smallest school of the 
eight, are Santa Barbara, 
Ve nt ura , Moorpark. 
Pierce, L A Valley. L A 
City and L A Trade Tech 
Thè closest Citrus is to any 
of the schools is 25 miles 
Displaying the lack of 
enthusiasm for this 
proposal best are the 
figures for the average 
full-time day enrollment of 
the biggest of these seven 
schools. Citrus (with 3.100) 
will have to compete with 
the three Los Angeles dis­ 
trict giants Pierce (8,400 
enrollment), L.A. City 
(7,900) and L A. Valley 
(7.000).

schools. 
“There is a basic poten­ 
tial which does not change 
for every JC in the state," 
he said. “That's based on 
the number of students at­ 
tending the school and the 
number of feeder high 
schools within that dis­ 
trict. 
“What does change each 
year are the subjective 
things which have a short- 
range effect on each 
school’s success in a sport 
These are things like ad­ 
ministrative support or 
lack of support for 
a th le tic s , fin a n c es, 
coaching staffs and past 
record and tradition 
“ These things change 
and make a temporary dif­ 
ference from year to year, 
but the basic determina­ 
tions about a school are the 
things which don’t change 
and that’s the size of the 
school and its district. " 
Conly explained that the 
difference in enrollment 
between the largest school 
and the smallest in the 
proposed district will be 
about 5.500 students while 
in the present Mission 
Conference that difference 
* is less than 2,000 
“ Another thing other 
than present enrollment is 
the area from which each 
school can draw The four 
Los Angeles district 
schools can draw from 
about 66 high schools in 
that huge area while the 
three Ventura-Santa 
Barbara-area schools are 
all districts with growing 
populations and room to 
expand. 
“ However, we’re sur­ 
rounded by the Mt. SAC 
and Chaffey districts on 
the south and east while 


do . they should be grouped 
accordingly." 
One of the tragedies 
with this proposal is that It 
simply disregards the long 
relationships we have had 
with some of the Mission 
Conference schools." ex­ 
plained Handy "We are 
the oldest JC in Los 
Angel« County and since 
1927 have played gam« 
with Chaffey. San Bernar­ 
dino Valley and Riverside, 
some of the longest 
rivalries in existence in 
Southern California 
“It just doesn't make 
much sense to me to move 
Citrus away from these 
close relationships to play 


schools with whom we 
have little interest and 
which have little interest 
or anything in comnjon 
with us ’’ 
A check of the Owls’ 
records in football since 
1926 shows only five gam« 
with the other seven oppo­ 
nents and none in 20 years. 
Citrus has played Santa 
Barbara twice (1955-56), 
Ventura twice (1954. 1946) 
and L.A 
Valley once 
(1954). 
“All of our rivalries have 
been to the east and south 
and now we’re asked to 
throw that away and start 
new,” said Handy. “What 
happened In the Mission 


Bowl last year when we 
had to play up at College of 
the Canyons in Valencia? 
Our normal crowd was not 
at the game because It was 
too far for our fans to go 
across the L.A. area, and 
neither school had any real 
interest in its opponent." 
Another point Conly, 
Handy and the remainder 
of the Citrus entourage 
plan to stress Thursday is 
the situation over dis­ 
tances between schools. 
"We’ve been told that 
the distance from Citrus to 
Santa Barbara and from 
Citrus to San Diego, where 
we have to go now, is about 
the same," explained Con- 


ly. “However, when we go 
south to San Diego we re 
going on freeways with no 
traffic in suburban areas. 
To go to any of the other 
seven we would have to go 
across or at least skirt 
around the Los Angel« 
metropolitan area, many 
times in the midst of the

One of the things hurting 
the Citrus campaign 
against the releaguing is 
time.

NEW YORK (AP) — “ I say unemployment is the 
nation's No. 1 economic problem,” said the candidate. 
And I,” said his opponent, “ declare it is inflation.” 
The dispute, at least the appearance of it, is familiar to 
millions of voters and, in fact, to almost anyone who has 
listened to more than a couple of politcal orations, local, 
state or national. 
But no candidate, even if they profess the ability to per­ 
ceive of unemployment and inflation as distinctly dif­ 
ferent issues, can entirely separate one from the other. 
To the candidate who cuts inflation apart from 
unemployment and stresses it as a separate considera­ 
tion. one is entitled to ask these questions: 
Doesn t unemployment represent a waste of assets? 
Doesn’t it deny the country the productivity, and the 


revenues too, that the unemployed would contribute if 
their abilities could'be utilized? 
Isn t the wasteful misuse of any resource inflationary? 
If a nation cannot jjtilize the potential contributions of 
millions of unemployed isn’t it the worse for it9 
And then there is this consideration : Who supports the 
unemployed? And because the unemployed need to be 
supplied with financial maintenance, aren’t government 
revenues diverted from other projects? And perhaps 
deficits produced? And aren’t deficits often inflationary9 
Would it be better to spur the economy and create jobs 
for many of the unenjployed, thus producing the double- 
barreled impact of reducing government’s financial 
burden and providing it with more revenues? 
The answers to these questions might vary from candi­ 


date to candidate, but there is hardly any legitimate 
response to them that will fail to reveal the in­ 
terrelationship, the balance that exists between jobs and 
inflation. 


That relationship, of course, is revealed also by ques­ 
tions directed to the candidate who emphasizes jobs 
without considering the inflation potential. Try these 
questions : 


Won’t efforts to single-mindedly “ manufacture” jobs 
result in lower productivty and higher costs of produc­ 
tion9 And doesn’t business always pass on its increased 
costs by raising prices? 
Do “ make-work ” jobs contribute to the economic goods 
_of Jthe general population or do they simply disguise the 


problem? Do they reduce the drain on revenues or do they 
add to it? 


Is it sufficient merely to occupy the time of an 
otherwise jobless person or should an effort be made to 
make the occupation constructive, productive? If it isn’t 
productive, who bears the cost of maintaining such 
wasteful activity? 


There is no way to completely separate the two. They 
are the Siamese twins of economics, and anyone who 
claims to see them as separate entities qlaims also to 
have a surgical skill that probably doesn't exist. 
Both are manifestations of an economy in trouble. 
Neither can be doctored without considering the impact 
on the other

The 
folio wing looks at the 
pervasive role of opin­ 
ion surveys in the pre- 
sidential race and 
points up some pitfalls 
In interpreting them.

NEW YORK (AP)- The 
quadrennial dance of the 
numbers has begun. 
Between now and election 
day voters will be told 
what they’re thinking in 
political poll after political 
poll. 
The surveys will play a 
major role in the cam­ 
paign, both in the way that 
Americans perceive its 
course and in the way that 
candidates conduct it. 
The big scoreboard is 
reporting on the early in­ 
nings. The polls indicate 
that Jimmy Carter’s early 
lead over President Ford 
has dwindled. And one un­ 
usual poll says a large 
proportion of people won’t 
bother to vote. 
A few hours after the 
first Ford-Carter debate, 
The Associated Press com­ 
pleted a nationwide poll 
that showed the President 
with a slight edge in the en­ 
counter. Pollster Burns 
Roper was on the air right 
after the debate with a poll 
for ABC indicating the 
same thing. By the end of 
the week Louis Harris, 
sampling for ABC, had 
Ford the winner by 40 to 31 
per cent, though the poll 
still had Carter ahead in 
the race 50 to 41. A Gallup 
poll 
for 
Newsweek 
magazine gave Ford a 28 to 
25 per cent margin in the 
debate. 
All these polls agreed on 
the outcome. But there 
were differences about the 
margi n and various 
shadings in the con­ 
clusions presented. That’s 
how it is with polls: The 
findings from a scientific 
cross-section must be 
weighed against the 
statistical margin for 
error, which varies with 
the size of the sample. 
Results are also affected 
by the timing, the meth­ 
ods and the wording of 
questions. 
All this has sometimes 
stirred controversies about 
opinion surveys. Now and 
then polls have missed the

celebrated instance being 
the polls' forecast of a 
Truman defeat in 1948 
Polls a ffe c t fun d ­ 
raising, help shape cam­ 
paign tactics and identify 
weak states 
Both Ford and Carter 
have their own pollsters. 
Robert Teeter of Market 
Opinion Research in 
Detroit labors for the Re­ 
publican. Pat Caddell, of 
Ca mb ri dg e 
Survey 
Research in Massachu­ 
setts, who worked for Sen 
George McGovern the last 
time, now serves Carter. 
Caddell also travels with 
the candidate and is one of 
his chief advisers. 
The most widely-known 
polls are those of the 
Gallup 
and 
Ha rri s 
organizations, but there 
are hundreds of others, 
taking soundings for cor­ 
porations, institutions and 
politicians. Among the big 
names — along with 
George Gallup, George 
Gallup Jr. and Louis 
Harris — are Daniel 


Yankelovich, 
Albert 
Sindlinger, Burns Roper, 
Caddell. Teeter, Mervin 
Field and Peter D. Hart. 
Yankelovich conducts 
polls for Time magazine. 
Many newspapers commis­ 
sion their own polls. The 
New York Times and CBS 
News conduct a joint poll. 
Yankelovich stresses is­ 
sues and attitudes of a 
campaign while Gallup and 
Harris are best known for 
gauging who is ahead. 
Only a small percentage 
of the polling business 
money goes into work for 
politicians, but that 
amount is a large item in 
campaign treasuries. 
Ford’s campaign budget 
included up to $1 million 
for opinion polling and 
other research. Carter ear 
marked between $500.000 
and $600.000 
The politicians’ polls are 
private, though they often 
get into the news; 
everybody loves to leak a 
favorable poll. Surveys for 
news organizations are de­ 
signed for publication, and 
they are the most widely 
watched 
Harris and Gallup will 
survey voters right up to 
the weekend before the 
election Harris says he’ll 
be polling through Sunday 
night if the election seems 
close — and he may 
release figures on TV on 
election day. 
If polling is a complex 
and costly operation, draw­ 
ing conclusions from polls 
can have its pitfalls, too 
“I just don’t think people 
can read polls,” says Peter 
D. Hart, a Washington 
pollster. 
Experts like Hart point 
to several factors readers 
should keep in mind when 
reading polls: the margin 
for error, the wording of 
the questions, the order in 
which questions are asked, 
the interpretation of re­ 
sults and the complexity of 
opinions people hold. 
In the polls of a presiden­ 
tial campaign, the margin 
of error can make a big dif­ 
ference in the meaning of 
the results. If one can­ 
didate is said to be leading 
by 46 to 40 per cent, the 
margin of error could 
mean the two candidates 
were actually in a 43 to 43 
tie. In a typical national 
sample of 1.200 to 1,500 
persons, the laws of 
statistics hold that 95 per 
cent of the time, the poll 
will be accurate within a 
margin of about 3 per cent, 
in either direction 
So, in a 46 to 40 per cent 
contest, the candidate with 
46 per cent could have 
anywhere from 43 to 49 per 
cent The other candidate, 
at 40 per cent, could actual­ 
ly have 37 to 43 per cent. 
In a presidential elec­ 
tion. the margin of error 
could involve millions of 
votes. These samples 
reflect nationwide prefer­ 
ences and strengths, while 
the election itself is 
decided in the electoral 
college One candidate 
may appear to be ahead 
overall and actually be 
trailing in the states with 
the most electoral votes. In 
1960, John F. Kennedy 
defeated Richard M Nixon 
by a bare 1 per cent edge. 
He won 303 electoral 
college votes to Nixon's 
219 
Another point to watch is 
the number of “ unde­ 
cided” voters in a sample. 
If the percentage is large, 
around 15 to 20, it Is too 


Orient Express 
will become 
museum piece 


BUDVA, 
Yugoslavia 
<AP) — The Orient Ex­ 
press — the train of films 
and legend, of beautiful 
women, spies and diplo­ 
mats — is ending its long 
lstanbul-to-Paris run to be­ 
come a museum piece next 
summer. 
The once-plush express 
began running in 1883, rose 
in splendor shortly after 
the turn of this century, 
then saw its fame slip 
away after World War II. 
This week, an inter­ 
national conference of 26 
railroad companies of 
Europe decided to leave 
the train off the inter­ 
national 1977-78 railway 
schedule, at the insistence 
ot several cost-conscious 
West European railroad 
companies 
Some found it ironic that 
the decision to scrap the 
Orient took place at this 
balmy Adriatic port, a 
tourist-oriented and fast- 


developing center which 
has no railroad station. 
The railroad executives 
were forced to choose 
between planes, buses, 
automobiles and ships to 
get to the conference 
The latest and presuma­ 
bly the last effort to re­ 
vive the splendor of the fa­ 
mous train was made last 
summer, when a number 
of international celebri­ 
ties were persuaded to 
take the trip as a publicity 
stunt. 
But the celebrities didn’t 
get to use the luxuries 
made famous in novels by 
lan Fleming, Graham 
Greene and, of course, 
Agatha Christie — thick 
rugs and heavily draped

early to tell much about 
the outcome of the elec­ 
tion. 
If a poll discusses the 
opinions of subgroups

A classic example of 
problems that can crop up 
came in 1968 when Nelson 
Rockefeller made a late 
move for the Republican 
presidential nomination.

Humphrey. 


Within days of each 
other, Gallup and Harris 
reported polls showing 
completely 
opposite 
results. The two competing 
polling organizations is­ 
sued an unprecedented 
joint statement attempting 
to explain the differences 
in terms of normal sampl­ 
ing error and timing, 
There are even more 
fundamental difficulties in 
polling: the questions 
themselves. 
“Life is not black and 
white, and so many of the 
agree-disagree 
questions 
beg the answer,” says 
Hart. He cites one poll that 
asked whether people 


agreed or disagreed with 
the statement: “ Politi­ 
cians treat people like they 
have a 12-year-old men­ 
tality.” In the ¡poll, 85 per 
cent of the people agreed, 
despite the fact that “the 
statement is so misleading 
and so unfair,” Hart says. 
“When you get an 85-to- 
15 per cent response you 
know you should never 
have asked the question or 
that the question is lou 
sy, he says. 
To test how the use of 
words can affect the 
results of a poll, Proctor 
and Gamble’k market 
research division con­ 
ducted a poll to see how 


much view* of various in­ 
stitutions imd groups could 
be affected by the words 
used to deporibe them 
Sharply different levels 
of public confidence in the 
institutions emerged, ac­ 
cording tt> an account of 
the experiment in The 
Public Interest by Sey­ 
mour Martin * Lipset 
“ Established religion" 
found a great deal of con­ 
fidence .femong 50 per cent 
of those* surveyed, while 
”organi:oed religion” got 
only 35 per cent. 1 
Twentjy-one per cent ex­ 
pressed a great deal of con- 
fidence in “ organized 
labor,” but only 7 per cent 


had that confidence in “big 
labor.” The “Army. Navy 
and Air Force" drew a 63 
per cent high confidence 
level, while “The mili­ 
tary got 48 per cent and 
military leaders” only 21 
per cent. 
One of the major polls 
conducted so far this poll­ 
ing season was done by 
Hart for the Committee for 
the Study of the American 


Electorate, a bipartisan 
group of civic, educational, 
labor, business and 
political leaders.

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Ford, Carter not far apart 
on most foreign policy issues

WASHINGTON <AP) - 
The foreign policy aspects 
of the second deb ate 
between President Ford 
and D em ocrat Jim m y 
C a rter are lik e ly to 
p r o d u c e 
h ig h -flo w n 
rhetoric about leadership 
and m orality but few 
serious substantive dif­ 
ferences. 
Both men claim devotion 
to the concept of a bipar­ 
tisan American foreign 
policy and they share the 
same general strategic and 
internationalist 
approach 
to global politics. 
Neither man professes 
any philosophy that would 
turn the United States back 
to the isolationism of pre- 
World War II, nor does 
either advocate anything 
resembling a new cold 
war, “One-Worldism” or a 
brand new approach to eas­ 
ing global tensions. 
The lack of conflict is 
seen in statem ents by 
Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger that he could 
live with Carter s foreign 
policy. The Democratic 
candidate has supported 
the administration s veto­ 
ing Vietnam's admission to 
the United Nations, Ford’s 
tough stand against North 
Korea and Kissinger’s ef­ 
fort to arrange a set­ 
tlement in southern Africa. 
This is not to say there 
are no differences, but an 
examination of the two 
men’s public statements, 
Ford’s actions as Presi­ 
dent and a reading of the 
stands taken by their ad­ 
visers show the distinc­ 
tions are largely a matter 
of degree. 
So, in discussing foreign 
policy, as distinct from the 
issue of defense spending, 
neither Ford nor Carter is 
likely to fill the airwaves 
with the facts and figures 
that marked the first 
debate on economic mat­ 
ters. 
Rather, Ford will stress 
that the Unitee States is at 
p e a c e and 
th a t 
h is 
**• leadership and experience 
as a world leader has 
placed the nation in a posi­ 
tion of strength and con­ 
fidence. 
Carter, on the other 
hand, will argue that under 
the tutelage of Kissinger, 
Ford pursues oversecre- 
tive, amoral approaches 
based on a “realpolitik” 
that is alien to the basic 
good nature and democra­ 
tic spirit of the American 
people. 
Carter outlined this ap­ 
proach last June when he 
told foreign policy experts 
in New York that Ford’s 
foreign policy is “based on 
secrecy (that) inherently 
has had to be closely 
guarded and amoral, and 
we have had to forego 
openness, consultation and 
a constant adherence to 
fundamental principles 
and high moral stand­ 
ards ’” 
The United States has 
too often supported repres­ 
sive military regimes such 
as the former Greek junta 
and the C hilean d ic­ 
tatorship, he said. 
Ford s over-all position 
was set. In his last State of 
the Union m essage he 
repeated frequently: “To­ 
day, the sta te of our 
foreign policy is sound and 
strong. We are at peace 
and I will do all in my 
power to keep it that way 
Carter can be looked to 
for a pledge of a strong 
moral approach based on 
openness, candor and 
greater consultation with 
both allies and Congress 
To understand how these 
basic themes likely will be 
developed in the debate, 
here are the positions both 
men have taken on key 
jsues and an analysis oi 
these stands: 
DETENTE 
Ford: The United States 
has succeeded in easing 
world tensions by seeking 
better r e la tio n s with 
M oscow w h ile m a in ­ 
taining its strength and 
world leadership 
At the 
same time, the Russians 
must be made to realize 
that detente is a two-way 
process that cannot be 
used for worldwide Soviet 
expansion. 
Carter: "I would con­ 
tinue the effort to be 
friendly with Russia, 
but 
* * I would be a much 
tougher negotiator 
In 
addition, he charges Ford 
with abandoning E ast 
Europe at last year a 
Helsinki conference 
Comment 
Ford might 


use Carter’s call for cut­ 
ting defense spending and 
his advocacy of an in­ 
creased Soviet role in a 
Middle East settlement to 
undercut the Democrat's 
pledge of a tougher stance 
against the Soviets. He can 
also point out increased 
trade and contacts with 
Eastern European nations. 
SALT 
Ford: Ford says that ef­ 
forts continue toward sign­ 
ing a SALT II treaty to 
limit offensive nuclear 
weapons. He will claim 
that the SALT I accord has 
succeeded in limiting Rus­ 
sian nuclear growth and 
that SALT II will save up­ 
wards of $5 billion yearly 
in A m erican defen se 
spending. 
Carter: The U.S. goals 
have been unduly limited 
to numbers and not quality. 
“It is time, in the SALT 
talks” to complete the 
numbers agreement and 
get down to the “measures 
effectively halting the race 
in str a te g ic w eapons 
technology." 
Comment: There is no 
real difference, with both 
men saying SALT talks 
should be completed quick­ 
ly but not at the expense of 
A m erican se c u r ity . 
Nuclear 
Proliferation 
Ford: The United States 
has worked and will work 
to prevent the spread of 
nuclear weapons to other 
countries as evidenced by 
its opposition to France 
and Germany’s sale of 
facilities 
to 
Pakistan, 
Brazil and Korea. On the 
other hand, the administra­ 
tion opposes moves in 
Congress calling on the 
United States and the So­ 
viet Union to cut off 
nuclear fuel supplies to 
c o u n tr ie s w hich se ll 
facilities that can produce 
atomic arms. Such a ban 
would disrupt relations 
with U.S. allies, the ad­ 
ministration argues. 
C arter: The U nited 
S tates should put its 
peaceful nuclear facilities 
under international control 
and urge all nations to stop 
the sale or purchase of 
plants that can produce the 
material needed to make 
nuclear weapons, 
COMMENT: 
Although 
Carter has probably out­ 
lined his detailed program 
in this area, the recent ad­ 
ministration moves to stop 
the sale of nuclear plants 
to B razil, Korea and 
Pakistan puts the two sides 
in essential agreement. 
ARMS SALES 
Ford: 
His administra­ 
tion has boosted the sale of 
arms abroad, claim ing 
that American national in­ 
terest is served by the in­ 
creased strength of allies 
and lriends. This lessens 
the need of the United 
States to play the role of a 
world policeman, lowers 
the chance of d irect 
American armed inter­ 
vention and preserves a 
world balance of power. 
Carter: ’Die United States 
appears hypocritical when 
while claiming to be the 
world's champion of free­ 
dom it actually is the 
world's leading seller of 
arms, “If 1 become presi­ 
dent I will work with our 
allies ...to inc rease the em- 
ptiasis on peace and to re­ 
duce the commerce in wea­ 
pons of war 


Comment: Since Carter 
has pledged to give Israel 
lull military backing as 
w ell as b u ild in g up 
strength of European al­ 
lies, he may be hard pres 
sed to show where he will 
be able to cut overseas 
arms transfers significant­ 
ly 
On the other hand, Ford 
m ay 
have d iffic u lty 
defending the sale of large 
amounts of sophisticated 
weapons to such nations as 
Iran, which is technically 
unable to use them 
He 
could also be vulnerable on 
the sale of new weapon 
systems to potential Israeli 
(OM in the Middle East, 
since he is attempting to 
cut arms aid to the Jewish 
slate. 
MIDDLE EAST 
Ford: The indirec t, step- 
by-step approach of Kis 
singer is no longer useful 
and it is time for face-to- 
face negotiations between 
Arabs and Israelis. Israel 
should continue to get ma­ 
jor arms aid; offensive 
weapons should be denied 
Egypt 
Carter has also 
called for increased Soviet 
participation in arranging 
a Middle East settlement, 
s a y i n g 
R u s s i a n 
in* 
volvement la necessary to 


insure stability. 
Comment: Ford may 
have stolen some of 
Carter’s thunder when Kis­ 
singer said last Thursday 
that a full-scale Middle 
East peace conference 
should be convened quickly 
in Geneva to work out a 
final settlement. In addi­ 
tion, Ford may claim that 
Carter’s call for a larger 
Soviet role is naive. 


NORTH-SOUTH 
Ford : Increasing atten­ 
tion must be paid to the 
growing gap between the 
rich nations of the northern 
hemisphere and the poorer 
countries of the southern 
half of the world. The ad­ 
ministration has supported 
increased capital develop­ 
ment in the backward na­ 
tions, a better distribution 
of natural resources and 
the opening of m ore 
American 
markets to 
goods produced by the 
developing nations. 
Carter: He has called for 
lowering trade barriers, in­ 
creased availability of 
foreign capital and a new 
international 
group to 
coordinate disbursement 
of resources from the in­ 
dustrial and oil-rich world 
to poor countries. He also 
wants a world conference 
on energy. 
Comment: 
Both men 
hold essentially the same 
view, with Carter perhaps 
able to accuse Ford of do- 


ing too little too late. Ford 
will be able to pick up 
ground on account of a 
growing U.S. influence in 
southern Africa. 
CHINA 
Ford: The pace toward 
normalizing relations with 
Peking is following the 
course set out when former 
President Richard M. Nix­ 
on visited the mainland in 
1973. The question of 
Taiwan should be settled 
by the Chinese themselves. 
The United States will live 
up to its defense agree­ 
ment with Taiwan. 
Carter: 
Normalization 
with Peking is the ultimate 
goal, but it is unlikely that 
he would increase the 
pace. On Taiwan “I want 
to have an assurance in 
some way ... that there 
would not be a military at­ 
tack on Taiwan ’’ 
Comment: No differ­ 
ence 


COVERT ACTIVITIES 
Ford: There are areas, 
such as Angola, where 
covert intelligence ac­ 
tivities are necesary. An 
executive order issued this 
year says U.S. intelligence 
activities “must be con­ 
ducted in a manner which 
respects our established 
concepts of privacy and 
our civil liberties. " 
Carter: The fact that a 
government is elected in 
another country which dis­ 
pleases the United States

Carter have no significant 
arguments in this area. 
However, the Nixon-Ford 
record and the general per­ 
ception that Kissinger 
favors intense covert ac­ 
tivity may serve Carter in 
undermining the Presi­ 
dent’s credibility. 
SECRETARY of STATE 
Ford: Kissinger has been 
one of the most successful 
and creative secretaries of 
state. He will be asked to 
stay on, at least for a 
while. 
Carter: Kissinger would 
not be kept. Kissinger has 
run “a kind of secretive 
‘Lone 
Ranger’ 
foreign 
policy — a one-man policy 
of international adven­ 
ture.” 
Comment: The polls still 
show Kissinger among the 
most admired men in U.S. 
public life.
